I  have  your  letter  of  December  14th  relative  to  safety  and 
health  issues  associated  with  the  railroad  system  controlled  by 
Guilford  Transportation  Industries  (GTI) . 

The  recent  incidents  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad 
Network  are  of  great  concern  to  this  Office  and  I  am  personally 
disturbed  at  the  present  situation  both  with  regard  to 
allegations  of  safety  violations  and  regard  to  a  deterioration 
in  service  deliveries  to  Massachusetts  businesses  dependent  upon 
GTI  railroad  freight  services. 

The  primary  responsibility  for  railroad  safety  regulation 
and  enforcement  is  vested  in  the  Federal  Railroad  Administration 
(FRA)  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation.  For  your 
information,  I  attach  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  FRA  on  the 
results  of  a  recent  special  safety  investigation  of  the  GTI 
system  of  railroads. 

At  the  state  level  of  government,  this  Office  has  no 
railroad  safety  investigatory  and  enforcement  powers.  Such 
powers  are  assigned  by  statute  to  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Utilities  (MDPU) .  By  means  of  this  letter,  I  am 
forwarding  a  copy  of  this  correspondence  to  the  MDPU  for  their 
review  and  reaction. 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  current  GTI  array  of  problems  will 
be  resolved  soon  and  that  normal  services  on  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad  are  resumed.

The  Department  of  Public  Utilities  is  aware  of  the  fatality 
which  occured  this  past  November,  and  following  Department 
practice  has  investigated  that  unfortunate  occurence.   However, 
the  Department's  investigation  is,  through  the  premption  of 
Commonwealth  jurisdiction  by  the  Federal  Railroad  Safety  Actr 
limited  to  investigation  of  safety  of  operating  equipment. 


It  is  the  Department's  understanding  that,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Federal  Railroad  Safety  Act,  as  implemented 
the  Federal  Railroad  Administration,  the  training  of  railroad 
personnel  is  left  to  the  operating  railroad.   This  Federal 
legislation  prempts  the  earlier  statutory  authority  of  the 
Department  over  the  apprenticeship  and  training  of  engineers.

.  You  may  be  aware  that  some  3400  members  of  the  United 
Paperworkers  International  Union  (UPIU)  have  been  on  strike  or  locked  out  by 
International  Paper  Co.  (IP)  since  last  Spring.  IP  has  brought  in  professional 
strikebreakers  and  has  declared  them  permanent  replacements  in  an  attempt 
to  continue  operations  at  the  four  affected  mills,  which  are  located  in:  3ay, 
Maine;  Lock  Haven,  Pennsylvania;  De  Pere,  Wisconsin;  and  Mobile,  Alabama. 
IP  precipitated  the  dispute  with  its  demand  for  contract  concessions  —  which 
it  made  despite  the  company's  very  profitable  condition. 

UPIU  has  been  fighting  IP's  union-busting  tactics  and  has  recently 
embarked  on  an  escalated  Corporate  Campaign.  I  am  writing  to  urge  you  to 
lend  support  to  this  effort. 

The  campaign  is  targeting  financial  institutions  and  individuals  that 
are  both  on. boards  of  several  consumer  product  companies  and  IP.  These 
companies  are  not  being  boycotted,  and  any  picketing  or  leafleting  of 
companies  other  than  IP,  should  not  be  undertaken  without  checking  first 
with  this  office.   IP  has  been  placed  on  the  AFL-CIO  unfair  list. 

The  campaign  includes  both  regional  and  national  dimensions.  UPIU 
members  and  supporters  are  being  mobilized  to  get  the  union's  message 
across  through  mass  mailings,  demonstrations,  letter-writing,  and  other 
activities.  Groups  of  workers  will  be  traveling  around  the  country  visiting 
other  unions  and  seeking  their  support  for  and  involvement  in  the  campaign  as 
well  as  financial  assistance. 


Please  do  what  you  can  to  help  this  important  effort  and  also  ask 
your  affiliates  to  welcome  the  UPIU  campaign  representatives  and  to  lend 
their  support  in  whatever  ways  possible.
